Chart number for the area in which the subject installation 
is situated. 

Installation Numbers -- The Installation Numbers 
column is divided into two subcolumns.

The photo reference data indicates the frame(s) on which 
the installation appears. 

CONDITIONS AFFECTING PHOTOGRAPHY 

Following the photo reference data, symbols indicate 
conditions which affect the appearance of the installation on 
the photography. The symbols are: C (clear); SC (scattered 
clouds); HC (heavy clouds); SC-HC (scattered-to-heavy 
clouds); H (haze); CS (cloud shadow); D (darkness); SD (semi- 
darkness); O (obliquity); S (snow); and PQ (poor image 
quality). 
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
